eral after com paring his records 
with those from France. 
The difference was due p rim a r­ 
ily to the inclusion iii the revised 
statistics of the total num ber of 
cases of wounds reported instead 
of the number of individual sol­ 
diers receiving wounds. 
It some­ 
times happened that a soldier was 
wounded several times.

221,059 wounded; 77,118 deaths, 
4,432 captured by the enemy and 
three missing in action.
